His 
prediction \\ill become true i*" people sit still and 
allow the trusts to extend their operations. 
The 


people of the United State get just the kind of gov- 
ernment they vote for. In the long run they get 
just what they deserve. If they sit still and allow 
the trus's to extend the scope of their operations 
they will have no one but themselves to blame 
when they suflerfrom trust operations.

"The only serious objection to the so-called trusts 


has been the method ot creating them—not for the 
purpose of manufacturing a new public commodity 
in the first place, but for the purpose of selling 
sheaves of printed securities which represent noth- 
ing more than good will and prospective profits to 
the promote is. 


It is the desire of the general government, 


through Congress, to prevent the growth of such 
corporations, it has always seemed to me that a 
simple remedy was within their reach.

products art assessed to pay these dividends. Com- 
petition tends to keep down capitalization, to put 
business on a moderate and honest basis. 
White 


watered stock is one of the \\orst features of tie 
trust in operation, the fundamental trouble is wilh 
the monopoly which the trust must have in order to 
do business as a trust. 


The beef trust is-not a trust at all in the sense 


in which Mi Hill speaks of it. It is a series of in- 
dependent companies doing business under an 
agreement, by which they .control, as they intend 
to control, the beef business of the country. 
It 


makes no difference whether their capital is greater 
or less than the needs of their business. They use 
their combination to the injury of those who raise 
cattle and those who eat beef. 


The coal trust is not a formal combination of cor- 


porations 
\ et the coal trust exists to regulate ihe 


amount ot coal to be rained, the wages to be paid 
the miners, and the price to be demanded of tne 
people wlio burn coal. The actual capitalization is 
not the point in question. 


Mr. Hill is a quihbler. The term trust is now 


used in a general sense, not as describing a partic- 
ular form o; corporation. Any great combination 
controlling any line of business or industry, regu- 
lating production and prices is, however, •spoken of 
as a trust, though it be nothing more than an infor- 
mal combination of individual dealers. What the 
laws enacted on the subject are intended ior, is to 
prevent sue1' combinations, not to prevent over- 
capitahzati' n. The basic principle of a trust must 
not be comounded with a teatuie of its operation.
